Features of Bad Lands 
The name was given to this region 
not to Indicate the worthlessness o 
the soil, but as being descriptive o; 

There is'no country 
that la exactly comparable to-the Bad 
Land*. In alt things our only stand 
ard of wro {ir-comparlson. The only 
comparison, ever Advanced for the Bad 
Lands, by travelers who knew, Is to 
th« XJrand Canyon of the Colorado 
and that only in a general sense, as 
they are viewed from the top of one 
of the higher buttes from which one 
can see on all aides, miles and miles 
of a conglomeration of small moun- 
tain ranges, and beautiful little val- 
leys, barren multi-colored clay buttes, 
grassy, thinly wooded creek bottoms, 
scoria topped bnt*e4"*nd wooded river 
bottonw, grassy"WHS'Iand''Mge brush 
flats, rugged rocky buttles, canyons, 
washouts, and small plateaus as 
smooth as a table top and as green 
as grass can make them, and every

Mrs. Alice Palmer Henderson, wife 


of one of the pioneer residents of 
Bismarck, has published a book entit- 
led "The Ninety-first, The First at 
Camp Lewis," an authentic and com- 
jplete history of the training of sol- 
diers at Camp Lewis, Washington, 
during the World War. 


Mrs. Henderson's husband, E. A. 
Henderson, was city editor of the 
Bismarck Tribune in the early '80s, 
and Mrs. Henderson was a St. Paul 
newspaper woman before their mar- 
riage.
